Taiwan Task Force Reports 


On Chen Wen- 


TAIPEI- 一 ATaiwan'task force 
has reported that Chen Wen- 


cheng，the 31-year-old assistant 
Piofessor of statistics at Carnegie- 
Mellon University, who was found 
dead on the- National Taiwan 
University campus in the early 
morning of July 3，died of either 
accident or suicide，Chens body 
had been found close to 12 hours 
after: he had been questioned by 
the Taiwan Carrison Command， 
the national security organization， 
and his death is still a cause for 
suspicion among Taiwan nationals 
here and some US government 
officials. 

His mysterious death DPIompted 
requests for a complete investi- 
gation from Dr，Richard Cyert， 
President of Carnegie-Mellon 
Neil Donnelley, spokesman for the 
American Institute in Taiwan; 
and Rep.， JJ ，Solarz (D-NY)， 
according to both The Net YorK 
Tizrzes and the Ta Kvwmig Pao. 

INVESTICATE 

The district prosecutor in Tai- 
pei，Chen Chun-nan，organized 
a task force to investigate Chen's 
death，and reported that “The 
death could be accident or 
suicide.”Chen's body was found 
on the lawn of a library building 
with 13 broken ribs，a broken 
spine，a_ broken pelvic bone，and 
internal injuries, all caused by the 
和 five story fall. 

IThe task force reported that 
there was no sign that anything 
had been dragged across the lawn 
where the body was found，thus 
removing the possibility that Chen 
Was kjlled elsewhere and his body 
moved later.

:concluded that Chen's death was 


caused by internal bleeding and 
shock，The TIeport added .that 
Chen's happy marriage,， good em-

During the tumultuous years of 
the Cultural Revolution, many ac- 
complished folk dancers were per- 
Secuted and beaten，some dying 
without Opportunity to transfer 
their knowledge，Xu noted. She 
hersejf bore four different epithets 
for various so-called “counter- 
Ievolutionary” activities during 
the Cultural Revolution. 

However，since 1976，Xu and 
her colleagues from the Beijing 
Dance Academy have begun in- 
tensive efforts to preserve the old 
dance traditions，and have been 
encouraging dancers to keep de- 
veloping folk-dance traditions. Xu 
believes that minority folk dances 
are a basic part of the rich Chinese 
tradition, and deserve study. 

”You need the basics before de- 
veloping .Otherwise，you are 
like a tree without roots,， and you 
need roots in order to have fow- 
ers,， Xu noted. 

INFLUENCES 

Xuhas organized and developed 
50 sets of minority dance “lan- 
guages” that include the basic 
movements and rhythms of certain 
minority dances. She fears for the 
passing of great Chinese folk- 
dance traditions，and hopes to 
Iecord the basic _ elements of 
dances before they are lost， but 
“one generation is not enough to 
complete this work (of Tesearching 
and recording these _ traditional 
dances)," she noted. 

The vast influence of Buddhism 
and shamanism on the various m 宇 
nority folk-dance traditions Par- 
ticularly intrigues XU 

“There is a tremendous Bud- 
dhist influence throughout Chi- 
nese culture and in many Chinese 
minority dances，as reflected in 
many hand movements- And then 
even earlier shamanistic religious 
infuences are also evident in Some 
dances;” XU explained. 

Following these early infu- 
ences，3aS well as the numerous 
later effects of political and cuE 
tural transition as dynasties 
changed,，provides for rich and re- 
warding studies of these minority
